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DECLARATION ACCOMPANYING INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

1. David P. Vellante declares as follows: 

2. That he is a resident of Still River Massachusetts; 

3. That he is an inventor named in the above-identified application for United States patent, 

4. That he is president of the assignee of the above-identified application for United States 
patent, ITcentrix, a corporation of the State of Delaware having a place of business at 
1661 Worcester Road, Suite 403, Framingham, MA 01701; 

5. That he has been advised that a document entitled "Introduction to Selling the Value of 
Compaq SAN Solutions" (the Document) is being provided to the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office in conjunction with an Information Disclosure Statement; 

6. That a copy of the Document is annexed hereto as Exhibit A; 

7. That the Document represented at Exhibit A was prepared by himself and the staff of 
ITcentrix, was intended to be utilized as a teaching aid in conjunction with two one-day 
training sessions for Compaq Corporation concerning certain proprietary and confidential 
methodologies of ITcentrix, Inc.; 

8. That a preliminary review copy of this Document was e-mailed to the Compaq 
organization under restricted confidential conditions prior to the above training sessions; 

9. That two one-day training sessions for a restricted number of selected senior storage 
specialist participants of the Compaq organization were held in October, 1999; 

10. That the aforesaid training sessions were limited to twenty senior storage specialist 
participants who were employees of the Compaq organization, and who were instructed 
that their training session included highly confidential information which was restricted to 
use by in-house employees only; 
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1 1 . That one copy of the Document was given to each Compaq participant, representing a 
total distribution of twenty Documents per session; 

12. That no other copies of the Document were distributed at that time nor were they 
available for distribution; 

13. That each Document was identified to its recipient as including confidential and 
proprietary information; 

14. That at the time of preparation of the Document, the invention described and claimed in 
the above-identified application for United States patent was still under development; 

15. That the Document was printed on 8 1/2 inch x 11 inch standard paper stock and was 
spirally bound and included nine separators; 

16. That the Document was not a reference work but was prepared to permit closer 
concentration by the participants on the lecture and projected displays employed by 
himself and his staff at the training session; 

17. That without the limited distribution, restricted use of the Document and asserted 
confidentiality to the lecture participants, the value of the services so provided by the 
assignee, ITcentrix, Inc. would have been jeopardized; and 

18. That all statements made herein of his own knowledge are true and that all statements 

made on information and belief are believed to be true, and further that these statements 
were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United 
States Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issuing therefrom; 
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
